MORE DELAY 1S AGAIN PREDICTED IN WASHINGTON 


Republican Leaders Are Affaid That Members of That Party Cannot Be Held 


In Line Long,

Those in Position to Know Assert: That McKinley Has Not 


Abandoned All Hopes of Peace and Will Not Have 
War If He Can By Any Means Do So. 


Washington, April 3.—The opinion almost universally held in Washington to- 
night by leading public men and diplomats fs that thé crisis will reach its climax 
this week, and that the quéstion of war or peace will be determined within the next 
seven days. | 

Senators and representatives met and conferred all day about the gravity of 
the situation, and at the white house. the president consulted with several mem- 
bers of his cabinet and other confidential advisers regarding the message which 
he is preparing to send to congress. 

At the state, war and navy building active work was going on, and altogether 
it has been a day of suppressed feeling. 

No absolute day has been yet announced when the message is to be 
sent to congress, and all that seems to be absolutely certain tonight is 
that it will not go in tomorrow; Tuesday possibly, but more probably 
Wednesday or perhaps Thursday. ! 

In addition to the physical work of preparing the comprehensive document 
upon which the president expects to rest America’s case with the world, there are 
Other reasons why those in charge of the war preparations will welcome every 
hour’s delay. War material which we have ordered abroad is not yet shipped, and 
the factories in this country which are at work day and night making -<:iiacapaa and 
projectiles are anxious for delay. 

Some of the factories in Connecticut with contracts have telegraphed Represen- 


| tive Hill urging all the delay possible. They say every day now is precious. 


There is still a divergence of opinion as to what the president will 
recommend in his message; indged, there seems to be still a question as 
to whether the president will make any specific recommendations. 

Some of his most intimate friends, however, assert emphatically that his rec- 
ommendations will be specific and vigorous, and such that his party and the coun- 
try could willingly follow when he points the way. One of these said tonight that 


‘the president in his strong desire for peace and his earnest hope that war might 


possibly; be avoided was yielding somewhat to the sentiment of the leaders of 
his pttty and country. He has not given up hope yet that hostilities may ‘not be 


. averted. There are those who believe the president has ndét yet made up his mind 


as to the exact course he will pursue, and there seems to be a question as to 
whether the consular reports andthe diplomatic correspondence is to be trans- 


mitted with the message 

The suspense caused by the necessary delay in the preparation of the 
message is very trying upon members of both houses, and the most uni- 
versally discussed question in Washington tonight is whether congress 
can be restrained until the message is transmitted. 

All realize the difficult and arduous task of preparing our case for the wofld’s 
inspection, and the care which must be exercised, and there seems to be no alspo- 
sition to “unduly” hasten the president. The party leaders are extremely anxious 
to avoid a breach with the executive such as would occur if congress were to take 
the initiative. After a careful canvass of the situation today, they believe the 
radical republicans can be held in line a few days, longer, until Wednesday at least. 

The conference of republicans of the house who have been insisting upon 
prompt action hold another meeting temorrow night. 

While many of them are now in favor of giving the president more 
leeway than they were last week, it is realized that twenty-five repub- 
lican votes in the house would, with the democratic and populist votes, 


be sufficient to act. 

It can be pretty confidently asserted that all the republicans of the house with 
possibly exceptions which could be counted on the fingers of one hand, can be 
controlled untill Wednesday. After that what might happen if the president asks 
for further delay is problematical. f 

Mr. Bromwell, of Ohio, for instance, who says he hopes he will not be obliged 
to part company with the president, says he will vote with the democrats if 
necessary to overrule the speaker after Wednesday. Mr. Cooper, of Wisconsin, has 
made a similar statement. 

The republicans of the house cutiinabttcs on foreign affairs have held informal 
meetings today and have practically agreed to report a resolution of a tenor 
Similar to that agreed upon by the foreign relations committee of the senate 
yesterday. The house resolutions will probably follow the language of those of 
the senate regarding the blowing up of the Maine. 

These resolutions will be practically agreed upon by the committee tomorrow, 
but will not be reported until the president sends his message to congress, al- 
though there is at least one of the republicans of the committee who is in favor 
Of formally reporting them tomorrow. Mr. Adams, the acting chairman of the 
committee in the absence of Mr. Hitt, saw the president today and informed him 
of the probable action of the committee. 

All of the republicans called upon Mr. Hitt at his residence.during the day. Mr. 
Grout, republican, of Vermont, said that while some of the republicans of the 
house were very impatient, he thought they would restrain themselves if the pres- 
ifent desired a few days additional. 

Mr. Grout has prepared a resolution which he will introduce tomorrow 


_8ppropriating $1,000,000 to raise the hull of the Maine.

Madrid Papers Have Abandoned All Hope of a Peaceful Ad-

Premier Sagasta Asserts That the Crisls Has Been Reached and That a Con- 


flict Is Now Imminent, 


MERCHANTS AND CAPITALISTS ARE READY AND ARXIOUS 10 CONTRIBUTE 


Throughout the Peninsula the Impression Prevails That the 


Two Countries Will Be in the Field With Large 
Armies Within a Very Short Time, 


Madrid, April 3.—The Madrid newspapers here today regard war as Inevitable 
They think General Stewart L. Woodford has communicated a final answer to 
the government. 

The Liberal says: 

“It is clear that no concession will satisfy the United States except 
the independence of Cuba, and we had better immediately ae the une 
certainty.”’ 

The whole article of The Liberal on the subject is bellicose fn tone. 

The Pais asserts that great uneasiness prevails at Washington concerning the 
attitude of the southern states in case of war with Spain, and also because the 
Spaniards are organizing in Mexico to invade the states ‘‘vilely wrestled from the 
Mexican republic.”’ 

In conclusion The Pais asserts that: 

‘It will not be all ‘beer and skittles’ for the United States.” 

Much excitément was caused during the day by the reecipt of a dispatch say- 
ing it is expected that the passports of the Spanish minister at Washington will 
be handed to him on Tuesday. 

The queen regent is taking a very active part in the negotiations and 
has thoroughly identified herself with*the war section of the cabinet. 
Her attitude is much approved by the officials in the army, and has un- 
doubtedly strengthened the dynasty for the time being. 

Her nrajesty is reported to have told Senor Sagasta: 7 

“I received from my husband a heritage for our son, and will never agree te 
have that heritage curtailed.’’ | 

Senor Sagasta said to a friend after Thursday’s council at the palace: 

‘We went in, seven men to see one woman, and emerged seven women, leay- 
ing the man inside,’’ meaning that they went in disposed to yield, but that the 
queen's patriotism and firmness inspired them. : 

At the same time it was reported that the queen regent is doing much to avoid a 
rupture. The activity of Count Dubsky, the Austrian ambassador, in this direction 
within the last two days is said to be inspired from the palace. Hie has visited 
United States Minister Woodford and a prominent member of the ‘cabinet. 

Apparently there is a pessimistic feeling at the United States legation today. 

Spanish cabinet has decided that the torpedo flotilla is to remain at 
the Cape de Verde islands yntil further orders. 

They will then be joined by a squadron composed of the armored cruiser Em- 
peror Charles V, of 9,233 tons; the cruiser Alfonso XIII. of 5,006 tons; the ar- 
mored Infanta Maria Teresa, of 7,000 tons, and the armored cruiser Cristobal Co- 
lon, of 6,850 tons, which will accompany the torpedo flotilla to Cuba. 

It has also been decided by the government to send the armored cruisers 
Vizeaya and Almirante Qquendo, both of 7,000 tans, back to Havana. They will 
receive orders to this effect as soon as they sight Porto Rico. 

A national subscription to strengthen the Spanish fleet will be organized by 
a royal decree, but the decree will not be published before a declaration of war. 

The cabinet, which met at § o'clock last night, discussed the situation until 
midnight. At the close ‘of the conference it was declared that no official news 
had been received at that time from Washington. 

But it was admitted that the ministers were filled with gloomy impres- 
sions. One cabinet minister declared that he had réceived private in- 
formation of the extreme gravity of the situation. 

The minister for war, Lieutenant General Correa, submitted for the approval 
“of the cabinet elaborate pPans for the organization of the military forces of the 


kingdom. 

The minister for the home department, Don Ruiz y Capdepon, declared that 
the right pointed toward war. He had received propositions for the manning 
of merchant vessels and privateers, but it was decided to await events pefore 
coming to any decision on this subject. 

A telegram from the Spanish minister at Washington, Senor Polo y 
Bernabe, was read at the cabin2t meeting in which Senor Bernabe said 
President McKinley will be overruled by congress. 

The members of the diplomatic corps are joining in taking steps calculated 
to avert war. They are under the leadership of the papal nunc‘o, Mer. Francis- 
co Nava. the archbishop of Catania and the Austrian ambassador here, Count 
Dubsky. 

The minister of marine, Admiral Bermejo, continues to receive many petitions 
from foreign and Spanish mechants and sea captains who are wWesirous of ob- 
taining letters of marque so as to fit out privateers in the event of war breaking 
out between the United States and Spain. . 

There was little excitement this afternoon, owing principally to the fact that 
there was no bull fight today. : 

Extra precautions were taken to prevent disorder at the republican 
mass meeting and the number of guards at the United States legation 


was increased. 

The object of the demonstration was to demand a revision of the sentences 
imposed upon political and other cefferders, to protest against their torturing of 
anarchists in the prison of the fortress of Monjuich, Barcelona, to demand the free 
import of wheat and to dem: ind universal conscription without the redemption of 
the rich conscripts. 

The demonstration, contrary to expectation, turned out to be @ very quiet and 
formal affair. In fact, it may be termed a “fizzle.” 

There were no banners displayed and anly about 3,900 people marched to the 
presidency and remained in the street while a deputation was conducted to the 
office of Senor Sagasta, where its members were politely received by some of the 
officials, in the absence of the premier. .

The Madrid correspondent of The Stand- 
ard telegraphing late tonight says: 

‘“T have been able to obtain an interview 
with Senor Sagasa! the premier, and to 
elicit from him a brief statement with cef- 
erence to the present critical situation. In 
the course of the conversation, Senor Sa- 
gasta said: 

“*In our recent negotiations with the 
United States we have used friendly and 
conciliatory language in explaining our 
views. Respecting the matters in dispute 
with regard to thé Maine disaster we said 
we considered the question to be one for 
diplomatic negotiation and that if we anc 
the United States found it impossible to 
come to an understanding on the conffict- 
ing opinions of the Americans and Spanish 
commissions as to the cause of the disas- 
ter, the matter ought then to be submitted 
to technical experts and to the arbitration 
of a naval or other power, who might be 
selected by mutual agreement between the 
two governments. 

‘* ‘On the second point Wwe were able to in- 
form United States Minister Woodford that 
Governor General Blanco had issued a 
proclamation authorizing the return of the 
reconcentrados to their homes and that 
the Spanish government had sent $600,000 to 
the relief of the distressed Cubans and 
would devote to the same object all the 
proceeds of relief in kin@ and money, 
amounting to $1,000.000. which had been sent 
by Spanish residents in Mexico. These 
measures are supplemefited by the as- 
gistance already given by the Cuban au- 
tonomist government. We have never ob- 
jected to relief being alao sent by the 
United States on condition that it did not 
have an official character or bear the ap- 
pearance of intervention. 


Did Not Object to armistice. 


‘“*We did not object on principle to an ar- 
mistice for the Cuban lusurgents. We are, 
however, of opinion that it does not be 
hoove Spain to take the initiative and that 
a suspension of hostilities ought be 
asked for by the insurgents. We su 
that the United States government 
if so inclined, exercise its influence with 
the insurgents to induce them:to apply for 
an armistice with a view to further the 
ends of peace on the understanding, how- 
ever, that the armistice would be destined 
to lead to the submission of the insurgents 
to the new autonomous regim-.’ 

“Senor Sagasta assured me that the ques- 
tion of independence of COhba or the sale 
of that colony or of any invasion of Span- 
ish rights was not mooted in the recent 
negotiations.

Cuba, Senor Sagasta said that such a sug- 
gestion was made to Marshal Prim by the 
Americans, but was never accepted and 
the parleying on the subjeet was only kept 
up for some time to avold jnereasing the 
acute tension which then existed between 
the two countries.

European affairs, yet their immediate 
terest in the Spanish-American contes 
would be far less than that of other coun- 
tries mentioned. 

May Secure Cable Line. 

It is probable that negotiations will be 
opened by this government with Denmark 
to allow cable nf@ssages to come over the 
French line from the Danish island of St. 
Thomas to the United States. With the 
Leeward islands, of which St. Thomas is 
a center, as the probable center of any 
naval operations which may result from 
the present crisis, it is recognized as of 
vital importance to secure cable facilities 
not controlled by Spain. At present the 
cable line touching at Porta Rico and sub- 
ject to Spanish control, ig the only means 
of communicating with these islands. The 
French cable lands at St. Thomas, but 
the station is merely for testing purposes 
and messages are not received or delivered. 
It is. now proposed to have this station 
turned into a regular bureau, in which 
case the government could be brought 
into elose cable communication with any 
naval rendezvous there. The establish- 
ment of the bureau wil! require the con- 
sent of Denmark, and it is probable this 
will be asked through the United States 
minister at Copenhagen within the next 
few days. 

It is understood that the Danish govern- 
ment did not view with favor the recent 
proposition fof the purchase of the island 
of St. Thomas by the United States, for 
use as a coaling station, as it was felt a 
sale of the island at this time would be 
an unfriendly act toward Spain. This 
view was communjcated to the state de- 
partment through the Spanish minister 
here. d 
The Spanish minister, Senor Polo y Ber- 
nabe, and his staff had a busy Sunday, 
although it did not bring any develop- 
ments changing the situation. The min- 
ister did not see state department officials 
during the day. gs 

His last official exchange with the 
authorities here was on last Friday, 
after Spain’s answer had been receiv 
since which time the negotiations have 
been at a halt. 

This, however, has not Jassened the 
Spanish minister’s activity in keep'ng his 
government fully apprised as to the general 
aspect of affairs in inis eountry, The 
elaborate manner in which this cable in- 
telligence has gone to the authorities at 
Madrid is probably without a parallel. 


It is understood that when the sit- 
uation began to assume its most seri- 


ous aspect a single cable dispatch sert 


by the minister to the foreign office 
at Madrid cost $1,000. Another ais- 
patch cost $700; another $400. 

In this way the Madrid authorities are 
kept in close touch with the condition of 
affairs here. not only as it relates to official

Hampton Roads, Va., April 3.—The prac- 
tical completion of a flying squadron of 
the American navy by the assignment of 
Commodore W. 8S. Schley to take charge, 
and his acceptance as marked by his active 

‘operation of Monday last, is an epoch 
making event in the history of the present 
difficulty. 

No other action of this government sinc? 
the Maine disaster so actively determines 
the fact that actual warfare has been ex- 
pected The north Atlantic squadron is 
always organized and the appointment of 
Captain Sampson to its command is but 
the natural sequence of the retirement of 
Rear Admiral Sicard from active duty. 
So, too, the assignment of ships of war to 
that squadron or to the Pacific squadron 
are but moves toward mobilization that 
might occur at any time. 

But flying squadrons are the direct out- 
come of dangerous war conditions; are not 
necessities of standing navies in time of 
peace and are expeditions of an extraordi- 
nary nature created only when the govern- 
ment fully decides tat there is fear of at- 
tack or that the time is ripe for an attack 
from here. It is therefore net only pos- 
sible, but highly probable thet the new 
American flying squadron has work cut @ut 
for it. 

No Country Can Beat It. 

The fleet partly gathered and altogether 
proposed that will bear this euphonious 
title is one of the most fortidab!e that 
can be gathered together by any nation. 
Egotistically in tavor of the United States 
as that statement may be, the facis bear 
it out. In average rate of speed, in armor- 
ed protection, in caliber and numbers of 
guns, and infighting quality and discipline 
of men it can be proven that the composi- 
tion of this flying squadron is superior, 
point of numbers being equal, to any or- 
ganization of a like nature to be formed 
by any foreign power. 

When on Monday morning Commodore 
Schley raised hia flag on the Brooklyn evi- 
dence of an unmistakable character was 
apparent that every man from stoker ‘to 
commandant was not only fearless of bat- 
tle, but courted it and hoped it would come. 
The smal! caliber gun that fired the com- 
modore’s salute with blank cartridges sang 


} out a high pitched pean of welcome and 


peace. About the. lana-locked water of 
Hampton Roads, where thirty-five years 
ago the Monitor and Merrimac fought their 
terrible battle, sunshine touched the hills 
just assuming their emerald garb and na- 
ture, awake after herbination, spoke only 
of peace. But as athe smoke blew by in 
every eye was the kindling spark of ven- 
geance for fellow seamen hurled to death 
and the hope that the cannon’s tenor note 
might be changed into the-dreadful one of 
war. And if war comes, what of this 
squadron? 
Firm, Unyielding Warrior. 

W. 8. Schley, commodore commanding 
this fleet, is a ‘well-built man of about 
efifty-two years of age with a general ap- 


- pearance denoting thoughtfulness and di- 
“Blomacy coupled with certain characteris- 


tiles which indicate force of character and 
quickness of action, when developments re- 
quire those features, large-headed and 
kindly-faced, a amiling eye, evidently not 
given to temper, quick of answer, search- 
ing inquiry, this man as he treads the cap- 
tain’s bridge of- the Brooklyn tn a naval 
uniform or shakes hands with you in the 
lobby of the hotel in civilian clothes, im- 
presses you as the firm, unyielding’ war- 
rior, just the man to take “partial’’ orders 
for a flying squadron and complete them 
himself with credit to his country. In the 
atmosphere which today surrounds him 
there is a spirit akin to that German song 
which says: 

“We have all had more than enough of 
love, and now for a song of hatred.” 

But in the commander there is no sign 
of emotional desire, yet when the summons 
comes the songs of those who cry loudly 
now May weaken enough to be overtopped 
by the commands of this intrepid leader of 
a host. 

Boats Compared with Spain’s. 

In the make-up of the flying squadron, 
speed and fighting qualities have been con- 
sidered. A summary of the points in com- 
parison-with those of the best boats that 
Spain can offer in making up a similar 
squadron follows:

The total displacement tonnage of the 
United States flying squadron is 4,309, and 
of the Spanish only 3.900. The average 
horse-power speed of the United States 
vessels is 12,300, and that of the Spanish 
11,750. The average rate of speed of the 
four United States ships is 21.3 knots per 
hour, while the Spanish fleet has to content 
itself with 19 knots. 

It is possible that the battleship Massa- 
chusetts being somewhat slower than the 
rest of the fleet, will bé supplanted in the 
squadron by the New York, and the aver- 
age speed and fast fighting capabilities of 
the squadron will be increased. It must be 
remembered that the Brooklyn and. New 
York are two of the finest types of fight- 
if~ machines in the world, having their 
main batteries supplied with rapid-fire 


‘guns, with which very few warships are 


equipped except in a secondary battery. 
The great point of vantage of thie fleet, 
however, is in the thickness of armor, 
caliber of guns and the fighting qualities 
of the men.

PATTON PREACHES TO STUDENTs 


Princeton Men Hear a Sermon on the’ 
Prospective War. 

Princeton, N. J. April 3.—President Pg: 
tom conducted the preliminary devotionaj 
exercises jn the university chapel service 
this morning and addressed Student 
body present as follows: 

“We must al) feel that this is a day of yn- 
speakable solemnMy and as we meet in the 
calm and quiet of this beautiful Sabbath 
morning we cannot help thinking that it is 
perhaps tne calm before the storm. Therg 
is a possibility, indeed, a probability, that 
our nation will be involved in war, and | 
wish to say to you that war is noi a@ thing 
to treat lightly or in jest. War is horrible, 
It may be that the eause of humanity will 
prove a sufficieni justification in the pres- 
ent instance, but.a war undertaken bv this 
Christian nation at this period of the 
world’s history for any but the best of rea. 
suns would be a bDiot on our civilization. 

“There are, of course, wars which are 
waged in obedience to the highest behests 
of humanity, and there is nv doybt that 
there are a great Many who favor war to- 
day under the influence of these high mo- 
tives. But, on the other hand, there area 
great many who believe that the resources 
of diplomacy have not yet been exhausted 
and that it is not apparent thar it is ne- 
essary to draw the sword to secure all! that 
can be reasonably asked. 

“T am sure that [ am speaking for,;you 
when I say that the president of the United 
States deserves the gratitude of the nation 
for his manly course in these negotiations, 
He has borne himself with quiet dignity and 
his patience, calm judgment and unswerv- 
ing desire for peace are worthy of the 
highest praise and have won for him the 
confidence of all ealm, peace-loving and 
sober-mindcd men. May God lay his hand 
upon the feverish pulse of the nation. May 
the governments of these two nations be 
not driven to undertake a war that must 
not onlv threaten bankruptcy and hevoli- 
tion, and possibly a worse calamity to 
Spain, but be costly beyond expression tn 
the sacrifice of blood and treasure to the 
American people.” 


ROCK HILL’S LOSS WAS $250,000. 


Fire Destroyed Nearly All the Business 
Houses of Carolina Town. 


Charlotte. “N. ©., April 3.—The fire at 
Rockhill, N. C@, this morning destroyed 
twelve buildings, involving a loss of $200,- 
000. upon which there was an insurance of 
$150,000. distributed in sixteen companies. 
The origin is yet a matter of speculation. 

The Charlotte fire department arrived 
there after the fire was under control. The 
following firms were burned out:

Aetna, Palatine, Northern, Norwich Union, 
Delaware, American of Philadelphia, Im- 
perial, Confinental, Royal, Home of New 
York. London and Liverpool! and Globe. 
Springfield, New York Underwriters, Teu- 
tonic, Hamburg-Bremen, Hartford. 

During the progress of the fire there 
was a tremendous explosion in one of the 
buildings which did a great deal of dam- 
age. George D. White, bookkeeper of the 
savings bank, was badly cut by flying de- 
bris and was earried home instantly. Cap- 
tain Eugene Hutchison, president of the 
Rock Hill cotton mill, was painfully cut 
about the head. A small colored girl on 
the other side of the street was fatally 
injured by the explosion, which shattered 
all the glass on the south side of Mais 
street. 

Mr. Fred D. Marshall, manager of the 
telephone exchange, was run over by one 
of the engine horses at the beginning of the 
tire and badly injured, several ribs being 
fractured besides extensive sealp wounds 
Many minor accidents occurred.

<kholaers of the American Invest- 
and Loan Company do not like the 
step tuken by .President Sims and Mr. 
Charley Sims in asking for a receiver. They 
think their action was precipitate, and ac- 
cordingly, pursuant to notice, there was a 
meeting of the stockholders yesterday 
afternoon’ at the law office of Mr. Hugh 
Washington to consider the situation and 
decide vWhat course to pursue. It was de- 
clared that the petition for a receiver was 
made without the knowledge or approval 
of the board of directors of the company, 
and as a matter of fact no meeting of the 
bourd has been he!d in several years. 

It was the sense of the meeting of the 
tockholders yesterday that the American 
Investment and Loan Company should 
stand by itself in any court proceedings 
that may occur-and not have saddled on 
it the four companies mentioned above, 
which companies one of the stockholders 
called ‘‘parasites.” A stockholder said: 
“The American Investment and Loan Com- 
pany is the only one of the five companies 
that has any meat in it and we ought not 
to be made to carry the other concerns.” 
The meeting yesterday authorized Mr. 
Hugh Washington to investigate the entire 
matter and decide on what action to take. 
One of the main questions is whether or

Some of the stockholders allege if the 
present proceedings instituted by President 
Sims and Mr. Charley Sims are continued 
nothing will be realized for the stock- 
holders, whereas, under a different pro- 
cedure at least $20,000 may be put in the 
pockets of the stockholders. It is under- 
stood that President Sims and Mr. Charley 
Sims say they were emboldened to take the 
step they did as other parties were con- 
templating bringing a petition for receiver 
in the United States court, and the Messrs. 
Sims thought they were protecting the in- 
terests of the stockholders in doing what 
they have done. 

The American Investment and Loan Com- 
pany was formerly a prominent financial 
institution in Macon. It established RBelle- 
vue, a residence cOmmunity near Macon. 
built the Metropolitan street railway in 
order to develop the building lands of the 
company and made other investments and 
developments. It is said that considerably 
over $100,000 has been invested by the 
company, and its stockholders are numer- 
ous in the city. At one time, during the 
boom days of a few years ago, it appeared 
to be doing prosperously, but collapsed 
some time since like other similar enter- 
prises throughout the country.

Why Did He “Not Move Against the 
Lobbyist When He Had a Chance? 


Athens, Ga., April 3.—(Spectal.)—Judge 
Atkinson has made his'speech in Clarke, 
and the old county is still handsomely in 
the Candler column. Judge Atkinson yester- 
day had a crowd numbering about 400:, and 
they gave him a close hearing. 

The most striking incident of the speech 
was the asking of several questions by 
Mayor Smith.

Judge Atkinson paid more attention 
to Mr. Berner in his speech than he did 
to Colonel Candler.

Rome had a bitter fight over the ques- 
tion of prohibition several years ago, result- 
ing in a victory for the anti-prohibitionists. 
The sentiment was so evenly divided that 
very strict laws were enacted regarding 
the sale of whisky, one of the ordinances 
being that a liquor dealer should obtain 
the consent of parties on both sides of his 
place of doing business before opening. 

The city council very quietly suspended 
the rules a few days ago and repealed the 
ordinance. When the other side found out 
what had been done a mighty howl was 
sent up and there are those who predict 
that Rome will have a readhot prohibi- 
tion campaign on her hands in less than 
sixty days as a direct result of this ac- 
tion. 

Nearly all citizens deplore the prospect 
of this kind of an election as it always 
engenders much hard feeling, but there 
is no kind of doubt but what the straight- 
out prohibitionists are much worked up. 


BLIND TIGER ON WHEELS. 


One Man Is Arrested While the Other 
Escapes on Horseback. 


Madison, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—A blind 
tiger on wheels was captured on the streets 
of Madison Friday. 

Mr. G. W.° Holmes, one of the most 
prominent planters of this county, was 
accosted by a youth near his home. and 
asked if he would, like to buy any whisky. 
Mr. Holmes declined, but later saw the 
same party hanging around his_hands and 
on inquiry found that he had sold quite 
a lot of whisky to them. Holmes imme- 
Giately came to town and swore out war- 
rants. Shortly afterwards the vender of in- 
toxicants, accompanied by another youth, 
one in a canvas covered wagon, the other 
on horseback, rode serenly inta town. 
Sheriff Fears undertook to make the ar- 
rest, but—the fellow on horseback drew 
his revolver, put spurs to his horse and 
escaped.

TALKS PLAIN TO THE SPANIARD 


Advises Him To Keep Spanish Seamen 
Inclosed. 


THE FLAG MUST NOT BE DISPLAYED AGAIN 


It Is Believed That the Intimation 
Will Have the Desired Effect and 
There Will Be a Quiet Day. 


Brunswick, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—Th®6 
Spanish flag will not hang out in the breeze 
here tomorrow. 

Mayor Mason, after deliberating over the 
serious aspect locally, suggested to Spanish 
Vice Consul Rosendo the advisability of 
requesting all masters of Spanish vessels 
in port not to hoist their flags Monday, and 
not to allow any of the Spanish crews on 
shore. It is expected that. when congress 
acts on Monday, it will be for war. In such 
event Mayor Mason fears there may be hos- 
tilities shown toward the Spaniards in port, 
It is evident tonight that all local Spaniards 
and shipmasters now in port will stick 
close to their ships on Monday. 

Ready for Defense. 

Brunswick is delighted over the success 
of Congressman Brantley’s efforts in se- 
curing defenses for Brunswick. The good 
work is the result of unremitting labor on 
Congressman Brantley’s part, and his con- 
stituents appreciate it. On Tuesday next 
a board of naval experts will arrive to in- 
spect the monitor Passaic.

These ladies went earnestly to work to 
raise the necessary funds. The citizens of 
the county were appealed to, and a hand- 
geome sum was contributed by the citizens. 
But these ladies were determined that 
the monument which they would build 
should be one of the handsomest in the 
state, and that it should be one which 
would be a proper tribute to the heroes 
whom they were to honor, and would be a 
credit to the county.

The work of the sculptor was at 
once begun and is now rapidly nearing com- 
pletion, It will be ready, unless something 
unforeseen happens, for the unvédiling on 
the 26th of April. 

After the contract was awarded, the 
ladies continued to work with -renewed 
vigor and the contributions steadily in- 
creased, until now all the money has been 
raised with the exception of about $100. 

The Monument Described. 

The monument, as above stated, will be 
one of the handsomest in the state. The 
monument proper will be of the hest Geor- 
gia blue granite, highely finished. The 
base of the monument is seven feet square 
on the first step, and six feet square on 
the second step. The dimensions named 
in, the contract are as follows: Solid base of 
monument 5x5x1-2, second base 3-3x1-2-8x1-2, 
die 2-8x2-8x3-4, plinth 2-4x2-4x4-0, calumns 
1-8x1-8x5-0, Cap 2-4x2-4x1-0, plinth 1-8x1-8x0-8. 

At the base of the monument, in raised 
letters, in the inscription, “Our Confederate 
Dead.’ The other inscriptions are, on-the 
front: ‘‘Commemorative of the Valor and 
Virtues of the Confederate Dead of Greene 
County.’’ On the opposite side: ‘Faithful! 
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MRS. JAMES B. PARK, JR. 


Unto Death.” The other sides bear the 
inscription, ‘1861-1865. Erected by the Wo- 
men of Greene County.” 

The entire height of the monument is to 
be twenty-five feet. There are two bases 
of granite, and these are to be raised on 
sod two and a half feet above the level of 
the ground. Arbund it ts to be a coping of 
granite twelve feet square. The monument 
is supported upon the second base by four 
cannon, One at each corner, and a cannon 
bail also at each corner. A marble statue 
of a confederate private at parade rest is 
at the top. This statue is of white Italian 
marble and is six feet in helght. Fivery- 
thing about the monument is to be highly 
finished, and compieted it will cost $1,200. 
The location his not yet been definitely de-

THE VALUE OF NAVIGATION. 


What Hawkinsville Has Gained by Her 
River Fleet. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—A 
sight that had probably never been wit- 
nessed by any citizen of Hawkinsville be- 
fore was seen here recently. 

There were tied up at.the docks here on 
the Ocmulgee river four steamboats, the 
government snag boat Satilla, the City of 
Macon, the City of Hawkinsville and the 
Little William. 

Aside from presenting a novel scene it 
was significant to the citizens of this city 
from a commercial point of view because it 
presents the possibilities of navigation on 
this stream, 

The carriage capacity of the three last 
named boats is respectively 113, 328 and 15u 
tons, or nearly sixty car loads. 

These boats can each make a trip to 
Brunswick and return once a week. At 
“this rate all the freight coming to Haw- 
kinsville from the eastern markets can be 
handied by water route, being taken from 
the Mallory line at Brunswick. Transverseiy 
the 18,000 bales of cotton marketed here an- 
nually could be conveyed to the cuast with- 
out ever being touched by a railroad and 
the rate on cotton from this place to the 
coast would be much less than at present. 

In 1896 the City of Hawkinsville made a 
trip to Savannah with cotton and soon 
after that a reduction of 35 cents per bale 
was made by the railroads. 

However, this cotton rate was soon eacri- 
ficed in order to secure.a rate on goods 
from the western markets, viz: the roads 
agreeing to make a certain rate in con- 
sideration that the boats haul no more 
eotton. It & stated now that those mostly 
interested in the cotton rate are determin- 
ed to push this feature of the river naviga- 
tion and will put on other boats sufficient 
to handle the entire crop if necessary to 
obtain the rate desired. ; 

As an instance of what this river 
navigation is doing for Hawkinsvilile 
may be cited the instance of the 
shipment of 20 barre's of cotton seed oil 
from this place on the City of Macon, 
via Brunswick to New York, at a rate of 
$1 per barrel, the rate heretofore having 
been $1.45, producing a clear saving to the 
mill here of $117 on the 260 barrels. 

Resides bringing merchandise from the 
coast to the different towns along the banks 
of the Ocmulgee and carrying cotton to 
the coast there are thousands of barrels of 
naval stores manufactured along the banks 
or this river which the boats have hereto- 
fore picked up and delivered to the rail- 
roads that cross the river at various points. 
There abounds. also, in the swamps of this 
river—espectally from Macon to several 
miles below Hawkinsville—immense quan- 
tities of various specimens of valuable 
woods, such as cypress, oak, poplar, hick- 
ory, ete.. and below Hawkinsville is add- 
ad the choicest quantity of long leaf pine, 
all of which must eventually be brought 
to the markets and shipping points by 
these boats. 

The presence of the Ocmulgee and nat- 
ural advantages afforded by it to this sec- 
tion doubtless accounts for the people of 
Hawkinsville never having taken any ac- 
tive ‘interest in having built a railroad 
from here toward south Georgia. 


FIRE DISCOVERED ON STEAMSHIP 


City of Macon, of the Ocean Company, 
, Runs Ashore. 

Savannal, April 3—The 
Steamship Company stcainer, City of Ma- 
con, Captain Savage, bound from Boston 
via New York for this port, was discovered 
on fire at 9:3 o'clock last night while off 
Martin’s industry lightship, eighteen miles 
north of Tybee. 

A stream was immediately turned in the 
forward hold, where the fire was located, 
and the ship wae headed for Tybee with 
all speed. She arfived at Tybee roads 
early this morning and signaled the tug 
Cynthia, which was on that station, to 
come to her assistance. The tug inime- 
diately began to pump water into the hold 
and a telephone message was sent up to 
Savannah for further assistance. About 
4 o'clock the tug Paulsen arrived at the 
scene and added two streams. Soon after 
it was decided to take the ship up the 
river. and she was run ashore, stern fore- 
most. opposite the quarantine station. Then 
the tues continued pumping water into the 
forward compartment and the bins were 
flooded and the fire got under control. 

The tug Paulsen brought the City 
Macon's passengers, abeut 
number, to the city. There was no excite- 
ment on board the steamer during the 
night. 4 

At 8 o'clock tonight it is reported that 
the fire is out and the tugs are pumping 
the water out of her flooded compart- 
ments. She will probably, get up to the 
city early tomorrow morning. The cargo 
in the forwail compartment, which con- 
sisted of general merchandise, is a_ total 
loss. The ship is said:to be uninjured.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer observes that 
the military hero has not lacked for sub- 
stantial evidence of this country’s appreci- 
ation. The American people, though they 
have been devoted to the arts of peace, 
rather than to the arts of war, says this 
observant newspaper, “have ever reserved 
the chief place in their regard for their 
foremost defenders. They have never en- 
exuged in a conflict of any magnitude with- 
out making a leading general of it their 
president. They maae George Washington 
president because of what he did in. the 
revolution. They made Andrew Jackson 
president because of the first Seminole war 
and his victory at New Orleans. ‘Chey 
made William Henry Harrison president 
because of Tippecanoe and services in the 
war of 1812 as commander of the army of 
the northwest. They made Zachery Taylor 
president because of Buena Vista, where 
he vanquished Santa Ana though outnum- 
bered four to one. They nominated Win- 
field Scott as a candidate for president be- 
cause of hig eminence as a soldier, and, 
though defeated, his defeat was compassed 
by Franklin Pierce, who had served in the 
Mexican war as a general officer. They 
made Ulysses §. Grant president because 
he crushed the rebellion. It is said that 
Willlam Tecumseh Sherman would have 
received a presidential nomination but for 
his refusal to allow his name to be consid- 
ered. Hancock, a soldier, was defeated for 
the presidency, but by Garfield, a soldier 
Who can doubt, if there should be another 
war, that history would repeat itself? Sure- 
ly, some officer of the army or some officer 
of the navy, now comparatively unknown, 
would be a hero of it, and would for a 
time overshadow in public interest every- 
body else, however pf#bminent in civil 
walks. A war with Spain now would be 
likely to end just about the right time to 
make the victorious chief a candidate for 
the pres.dency in 1900. If there be anyone 
who has been hoping that he may be elect- 
ed or nominated two years hence, doubtless 
he has not failed to think of this.,’’ 


In the current issue of The Chattanooga 
Tradesman the following interesting ac- 
count is given of the history of ice-making. 
which seems to have originated in India: 
“The most ancient method of makingice is 
practiced in India, Holes are made in the 
‘ground, dry straw is put at the bottom of 
these, and on it, at the close of the day, 
are placed pans of water, which are left 
until the next morning, when the ice that 
is found within the pans is collected. This 
industry is carried on only in districts 
where the ground is dry and will readily 
absorb the yapor given off from the water 
in the pans. The freezing, of course, is due 
to the great amount of heat absorbed by 
the vapor in passing from its liquid to its 
gaseous form. Another process was prac- 
ticed in the days of ancient Rome, when 
the wealthy are said to have had their 
wines cooled by having the bottles piaced 
in water into which saltpeter was thrown, 
the bottles being the while rotated. Dr. 
Cullen, in 1755, discovered that the evaporo- 
tion of water could be fac'litated by the 
removal of the*pressure of the atmosphere, 
and that by doing this water could be fro- 
zen. Nuirn, in 1777, discoverél that sul- 
phuric acid would absorb the vapor of wa- 
ter if placed in a second vessel separate 
from that containing the water, but con- 
nected with it. This discovery he put to 
use in 1810 byiconstructing an apparatts for 
absorbing the vapor of the wuter that it 
was desired to cool or freeze. This appa- 
ratus greatly facilitated the freezing oper- 
ations of a vacuum freezing machine. Jacob 
Perkins was the father of what is now 
known as the compression system, having 
invented the first machine of the kind in 
1834, and these machines, improved, are 
at the present day more ig use than any 
other.”

In the war 
with the Bafbary states Uncle Sam was a 
long way from his base of supplies, and the 
Barbary States were backed by the moral 
support of Great Britain, and yet Unele 
Sam cleaned up those pirates so thoroughly 
that the Mediterranean sea became as free 
from their attacks as ig one of the Ameri- 
can inland seas.

ANXIOUS 10 HEAR 


FROM PRESIDENT 


The Senate Awaits the Message McKinley 
Is To Send In. 


| Foreign Relations Committee May Not 


Be Heard: from Till We. nesday. 


EVERYTHING ELSE COMPLETELY SIDETRACKED 


If President’s Recommendations Suit 
the Senators There Will Be Little 
Debate on the Question. 


_- 
Washington, April 3.—The expectation in 
the senate is that the report of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations on the Cuban 
situation will be made to the senate not- 
later than Wednesday, and if the report 
should be made at that time the probabilj- 
ties are that it will engage the greater 
share of the senate’s t me for the remainder 
of the week. 

The committee will make an effort to se 
cure action upon the resolutions which ft 
will report without having them debated, 
but with very little probability of success, 
Undoubtedly a large majority of the mem- 
bers of the senate are favorable to some 
declafation apropos of the Cuban situation, 
but there is certain to be difference of opin- 
ion in the course to be pursued. an@on the 
language to be used, which’ wil! be sufficient 
to prevent immediate action except in one 
contingency. This contingency is the possi- 
bility of an agreement as to details between 
the president and the comm ttee. 

Debate Is Probable. 

If the committee’s report should pfove 
to be in accord with the president's rec. 
ommendations in all essential particuiars, 
the senate would likely adopt the resoly- 
tions brought in without debating them. 

There is, however, a considerable element 
in the senate which is opposed to war éx- 
cept as a last extremity, amd there are sey- 
eral who think there ought to be 
delay of at least a week or ten days be- 
fore action is taken in congress in order to 
insure the safe landing of ships and war 
supplies now on their way to this country 
from Europe. 

The committee on foreign relations ‘s now 
impressed with this line of reasoning, and 
the members urge that Spuin is no better 
prepared for hostilities than we are. The 
members of the committee do not expect the 
president’s message before Tuesday, and 
they are prepared to wait until Wednes- 
day. Under great pressure there might be 
a delay beyond that time, but a request 
for delay would cauSe great réestiveness 
on the part of a majority of the committee. 

Members Are Impatient. 

While desirous of giving the president all 
the time he may actualiy require for the 
preparation of his message, they are very 
impatient of the oujside influence which 
is being exerted to hold them in check. This 
pressure is in the shape of letters and teie-

grams from people throughout the country 


who are opposed to a war policy, and with 
these the members of the committee are 
being flooded. 

“The writers,’ a member of the commit- 
tee said today, “generally ask us to maia- 
tain an ‘honorable peace.” Of course we 
all want an honorable peace, but the timg 
has gone by when that can be secured un- 
der existing conditions in Cuba. We cannot 
allow our conduct to be controlled by such 
expressions.”’ 

When the president's message is received 
it wil, on Senator Davis's motion, be

During the movement of the ships of 
the United States navy which are being 
actively prepared for war many inquiries 
have been made regarding the cruiser ‘‘At- 
lanta.”” Much interest is felt her by 
the people of this city, and her movements 
will be closely watched the event of 
war with The cruiser in the 
vard, it has been 
for some time undergoing repairs. 

It is being thoroughly overhauled, and it 
will be three months before it is ready for 
sea. Since a crisis with Spain has beconie 
imminent, work on the cruiser has been 
rushed, and when she goes upon the sea 
for a brush with any of Spain's ships she 
will make a hot fight. 

The Atlanta is a protected cruiser, and 
has a displacement of 3,000 tens. With a 
horse-power of 4,030, she makes an average 
speed of 15.6 knots an hour. She carries six 
six-inch and two eight-inch breech-loading 
rifles, two six-pound and four three-pound 
rapid firing guns, four one-pound rapid 
firing cannons, two forty-four millimetre 
Hotchkiss revolving cannons and two 
Gatling guns. 

This constitutes the entire armament of 
the cruiser, and it is believed she would 
do. great damage to merchant vessels and 
cause much destruction to an enemy’s com- 
merce, The keel gf the ship was laid in 
1883, and after completion, she had cost the 
government $617,000. 

When the Atlanta made her first trip on 
the sea she anchored at Pensacola, and a 
delegation from Atlanta went there to 
present the officers and men with a hand- 
some silver service.

Shearer’s Boat Will Be Launched on 
Wednesday Morning at Savan- 
nah, Weather Permitting. 

The little steel-clad, double-decked pro- 
pellor steamboat, owned and built by Mr. 
W. C. Shearer, of this city, will feel the 
caresses of the ocean before the end of 
the present week. The boat is about forty 
feet long and eight feet wide. It is con- 
structed of steel plates, which are riveted 
together in such a manner that the boat 
can be lifted by two large rings, one at 

either end. 

The boat will be loaded on freight 
car at the Central railroad this 
morning and will go by the night freight 
to Savannah, where the Centrai officials 
will witness and aid in the launching. The 
boat will be commanded by Mr. W. C. 
Shearer, who will be captain, while Thomas 
Shearer, his son, will be the engineer and 
crew. 

It will probably be launched Wednesday 
morning. It is the intention of Mr. Shearer 
to use the boat for pleasure outings, and, 
if possible, for carrying dispatches between 
boats and to the shore. A trip will be 
taken in the craft by a party of Atlantians 
in the near future. Florida will be visited 
as well as the coast cities of Georgia. It 
is estimated that the boat will make be- 
tween twelve and fifteen knots an hour, 
and-it has store room capable of carrying 
provisions and fuel for a trip of 600 miles. 

The vessel has been named Prima, be- 
cause it the first steelclad craft ever 
built in» Atlanta.

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DEAD IN A CHAIR 


Corporal William De Marques Goes to 
Sleep in a Restaurant. 


HAD BEEN DRINKING HEAVILY 


Left in the Restaurant All Night and 
Found Dead Sunday Morning. 


CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST OVER BODY 


Verdict of Alcohol Poisoning—Soldier 
Was Respected and Esteemed. 
Burial at Marietta Today. 


N THE early hours of the dawn yester- 
| day William DeMarques, a United States 

soldier, was found dead in a chair in 
@ negro restaurant at No. 6 Peters street. 
On the night previous he had entered the 
restaurant to sleep off the effects of whis- 
ky and was left there when the restaurant 
closed Saturday night. Sunday morning an 
employee in the restaurant attempted to 
arouse the sleeping soldier and found him 
dead. 

The cordner held an inquest over the 
body yesterday afternoon and the verdict 
of the jury was that:‘the deceased came 
to his death from the effect of alcohol, 
which produced heart failure. It was be- 
lieved that the peculiar position in which 
the soldier was sitting had as much to do 
with his death as the effects of the stimu- 
lants. 

Saturday afterhoon DeMarques left the 
fort to spend a few hours in the city. He 
began to drink and late in the afternoon, 
about 5 o’clock, he entered the restaurant 
of Carrie Mangum, at No. 6 Peters-street, 
near Forsyth, and sat in a chair by one 
of the tables. As he had been a customer 
at the place before, he was not disturbed. 
The soldier sat almost upright, with his 
feet planted before him and his hands on 
his knees, His head fell forward upon His 
breast. In this position he fell asleep, All 
through the evening he slumbered. The 
coming in and going out of customers, the 
noisy chatter and the uproar in the street 
did not arouse him. 

About half-past 10 o'clock, when the res- 
taurant closed, Carrie told a negro man to 
wake the soldier and get him to a street 
car. The man shook the soldier several 
times and receiving no response, he de- 
cided, at the instigation of the woman, to 
let the sleeper remain there all night. It 
is probable that DeMiarques was dead when 
the attempt was made to rouse him Satur- 
day night. 

Found Dead in a Chair. 

Sunday morning a negro employee enter- 

ed the restaurant to get ready for the 


the chair and went to him. Shakings and 
callings met with no response and the 
negro raised the soldier’s head to look into 
his face. The soldier was cold and stiff, 
having been dead many hours. There was 
barely ‘enough daylight in the room to 
distinguish objects and the negro dif not 
remain long with his dead companion but 
quickly surmmoned assistance. 

Through the night the soldier had heen 
there cold in death. The Hmbs were rigid 
and it was evident the lifeblood had ceased 
to flow for several hours, The fort: was 
immediately notified and the body was 
taken to the undertaking establishment of 
Hilburn & Bowden, where the coroner held 
an inquest, The body was shrouded for the 
grave in the full dress uniform of the regi- 
ment. 

DeMarques was a corporal in Company 
H. He enlisted three years ago and was 
elected a corporal about two years ago. 
It could not be stated where his home was. 
He was about forty years of age. 

This morning at 7 o’clock the body will 
be taken from the fort under a special es- 
cort and carried to Marietta, where the in- 
terment will be made in the national ceme- 
tery. 

The dead corporal was popular in his 
command and had the respect and confi- 
dence of his supertor officers and men. 
He was not given to drinking and the fact 
that hé was on a spree at the time of his 
death was a surprise to them all. 


DR. ATKISSON PREACHES. 


Eloquent Sermon Delivered at Walker

Thus united to him by the 
laws of mind we share with Him its pleas- 
ures, But we are united with Him in emo- 
tions, We love truth, goodness and the 
pure. Our sympathy flows when the Son 
of God was moved when He dwelt on 
earth. Such manifestations of the possi- 
bilities of our nature are delineated in the 
life and character of Jesus as to inspire us 
to noble lives, virtuous deeds and sanctified 
thoughts. 

“He never can surpass the character of 
this Union in all of its relations with him- 
self and his God. This sweeps away all 
selfishness and binds us together by ties 
in common—Fatherhood in God. brother- 
hood in Christ and brotherhood with ail 
the redeemed on earth and in heaven. We 
learn from this that the strength of the 
church depends upon our Union with Christ.

Mrs. Bull and her husband, who is em- 
ployed at the Aragon hotel, rent rooms at 
No. 2% Luckie street from H. W. Ford. 
Saturday Mrs. Bull arrayed hereelf in all 
of her good clothes and went out for a 
walk, instructing her landlord and land- 
lady to let no one enter her apartments. 
When she returned she ascertained that 
her husband had gone into her rooms 
(which were his also) and then she began 
to make things smoke. At this juncture a 
policeman was telephoned for and a few 
minutes later Mrs. Bull and Mr. Ford were 
taken to the barracks. where charges of 
disorderly conduct were baoked. Ford was 
allowed to. go on his own bond and Mra. 
Bul!. who appeared to be in a state of 
frenzied excitement, was Jocked up. When 
she saw the bars she screaméd and begged 
to be allowed to return home, promising 
to be as quiet as Mary’s little lamb. She 
was told that if she would put up $10 as 
collateral for her return to court she would 
be released as soon as she quieted down. 

“T will have to go to some retired plaee 
und get out my money,” said Mrs. Bull. 

An officer accompanied her to a waiting 
room After fumbling: about her clothing 
for a few minutes Mrs. Bull cried: 2 

“IT have lost my pocketbook.” 

She attémpted to create the opinion tha 
the officer had taken the pocketbook, and 
this precipitated a lively scene. The end 
of it all was that Mrs, Bull was escorted, 
weeping, to a cell. About 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning she awoke and her appeals to be 
sent home were so piteous that Captain 
Thompson told her thaf if she had any 
money to give collateral she could #. 
Then the missi¥g pocketbook came to light. 
Mrs. Bull py’ up $8.75 and went home in a 
hack. 

YesterddAy afternoon Ford and Mrs. Bull's 
husbany called at police barracks to make 
inguirfs about the case. Mr. Bull stated 

e did not know what to think of his 
b’s conduct and he did not uphold her 
infwhat she had done. 

“Mrs. Bull has been raising cain all day 
oday,’’ said Mr. Ford, ‘‘and she has an- 

oyed us and all the neighbors. J have 
locked her out of mv side of the house as 
I had a right to do.” 

““My wife seems to have gone crazy.’ said 
Mr. Bull. “She took $100 of my money 
two days ago and she has been spending it 
all around. She has a violent temper, but 
she has never acted in this way before. I 
was forced to let her be locked up for her 
own protection.’’ 

The cases against Mrs. Bull and Mr. 
Ford will be tried in the recorder’s court 
this afternoon. The arrests were made on 
account of the row in Ford’s house. but 
the evidence will show that he was not at 
all to blame. 

On account of the respectability of all the 
parties concerned the story is regarded as 
one Of quite a sensational turn in police 
circles.

Rev. Dr. Stradley Preached to an At- 
tentive Audience at That Church 
Yesterday Morning. 

A large crowd filled the auditorium of the 
First Methodist church at the morning 
Service yesterday to hear the sermon of 
Rev. Mr. Stradley, presiding ‘elder of the 
North Atlanta district. The choir of the 
church rendered unusually beautiful and 
appropriate selections, the offertory was 
especially fitting for the occasion and was 
sung with splendid fervor and animation. 

Dr. Stradley spoke upon Genesis iii, 15: 
“And I will put enmity between thee and 
the woman and between thy seed and her 
seed; jit shall bruise thy head and thou 
shall bite his heel.’’ 

“The central thought ‘of this promise.” 
said Dr. Stradley, “is that man is to have 
a hand in his own redemption—that the 
chief agent in this great werk is a human 
agent. 

‘There is a human strain visible through- 
out nature. The Bibie is human as well as 
divine. It is not possible that any one but 
Isaiah could have written the book at- 
tributed to him. We know it is his work, 
because it has his style of thought’ and 
expression stamped in every line. Some 
years ago a few verses were found fn the 
book of Isaiah, that were recognized at 
once aS peing by a different writer and hav- 
ing nothing in common with the style of 
Isaiah, Such is the distinctiveness of it. So 
it is possible to tell that none but a physi- 
clan could have written the book of Luke. 

“David was the son of a shepherd and 
when a youth tended the flocks for his 
father by night as well as by day. He was 
intimate with nature in all its varied forms 
and must have pondered often over its 
wonders. The twenty-third Psalm striking- 
ly shows the sweet singer’s love of the na- 
ture reveled in as a boy, and it not 
possible that this inspired chapter was the 
work of another mind.’’ 4 

Near the conclusion of his sermon Dr. 
Stradley said: “I believe the time will 
come when al] wars shall cease and every 
flag be furled in the congress of mankind, 
the federation of the world. I am not pre- 
pared to say that a war at the present 
time is an evil to be avoided--it may be an 
evil,.but it is a nmeceSsary one.”’

Courthouse Matter Will Come Up for 
Consideration. 


WILL GO TO FINANCE COMMITTEE 


It Is Not Known What Disposition 
Will Be Made of the $60,000. 
Other Council Business. 


One of the most important matters which 
will come before the city council at its 
meeting this afternoon will be the con- 
sideration of the courthouse matter and 
the disposition of $60,000 which the city has 
put aside for one of the payments. 

The defeat of the courthouse deal by the 
supreme court was entirely unexpected by 
all the city officials, and as yet nothing 
definite has been decided on in the matter. 

The deal had been approved by the city 
attorney, and had been passed upon favor- 
ably by Judge J. H. Lumpkin, whose decis- 
ions are usually affirmed by the supreme 
court, and the road seemed clear for a 
settlement of the matter and thg closing 
of the deal with the county. 

The city now has the money with which 
the payment was to have been made, and 
the disposition of it will probably be con- 
sidered this afternoon. The matter will 
in all likelihood be referred to the finance 
committee, and that body will report on 
the advisability of retaining the money as 
a fund or of spending it. 

As te a new city hall and propositions 
looking to the erection or purchase of a 
Suitable building, it is not thought that 
this will be touched on at the meeting 
this afternoon. 

There are a number of other matters of 
more-or less importance to be brought to 
the attention of council this afternoon, 
and the session will probably be of usual 
length. 

The resolution passed by the committee 
on public buildings and grounds calling for 
a United States flag to be placed on every 
school building in the city will be presented 
to council with the committee report.

Prof. Breasted Describes the Methods 
Employed in Heavy'Construction. 


cVERY THING DONE BY HUMAN STRENGTH 


The Workmanship Was So Skfllful

HE visit which Professor James Hen- 
ry Breasted pafd Atlanta last week 
was like the throwing of a searchlight 


when the 


world was young. A great many people 


would frankly confess that he made clear 
to them much that had “been vague and 
mysterious sbout the most civili- 
gation of which anything is known today. 

Professor Breasted is probably the high- 
est “authority on Egyptology in America. 
He holds the chair of the 
University of Chicago, of 
the Egyptian collections in the university's 
oriental museum and also of a similar col- 
lection in the Field museum at the old 
world’s fair grounds. He is writing a his- 
tory of early Egypt the great 
publishing houses and in the summer teach- 
es Hebrew and Arabic at the university. 
fs a thorough German and French 
echolar and is a ripe Latin and Greek 
echolar. Many persons who had the pleas- 
ure of hearing him what his 
nationality was. They thought they detect- 
ed a foreign accent on his tongue. He is a 
native American, born in Illinois, but he 
epent years in Europe studying Egyptology 
in the museums there, and then he lived 
for a time in Egypt, speaking nothing but 
Arabic, and as both the German and the 
Arabic tongues roll the r, it is not surpris- 
ing that the northern tendency in that di- 
rection is slightly; though agreeably, em- 
phasized in his case. 

Egyptology has become such a broad 
study within the last few years that now 
there are sub-divisions of it with special- 
isis investigating each. Some are decipher- 
tng inscriptions, others are studying the 
pyramids and temples and others still are 
engaged in other branches. Professor 
Breasted is writing history, as stated 
above. He will bring it up to the seventh 
century A. D. He has made an elaborate 
study of the pyramids and temples. The 
Pyramids are tie most ancient and best 

rved of all ancient monuments. They 
have been objects of interest to the letter- 
ed world for 3,000 years. It must be remem- 
bered that Egyptian civilization was 2,000 
years old when Moses was bkaid in the bul- 
rushes. 

Egypt was so old and her people so far 
advanced that the Greeks thought it was 
the home of al! hidden wisdom and as 
Professor. Breasted said in his lecture at 
the Grand on Friday night, they believed 
that the usages of Egyptian religion ‘‘were 
but the cloak for the most profound 
truths.”’ 

The ancient Egyptians had a written lan- 
Buage which was lost for centuries, Pro- 
fessor Breastedl’s account of the way in 
which ft was deciphered about seventy- 
five years ago, was full of interest. Briefly 
following him, he told how’ Champollion, 
@ young Frenchman, deciphered an in- 
scription on the base of a very old obelisk. 
This was not the Rosetta stone, as is com- 
monly supposed, on which the scholars of 
Europe had worked unsuccessfully. The 
priests of Isis had erected the obelisk to a 
king and queen, Ptolemy and Cleopatra. 
Fortunately several symbols of the inscrip- 
tion were repeated. For instance, there 
were two figures of a recumbent lion. 
These corresponded to the letter 1 in Cleo- 
patra and to the same letter in Ptolemy. 
The symbol for p was duplicated. Champol- 
lion took that to be an inverted flower but 
it was intended to represent a coil of rope. 
Then there was the bird, so familiar in 
Egyptian inscriptions. That correspands 
to the English letter a or the Greek alpha. 
Champoliion proved two things: First, 
that the hieroglyphic is a phonetic system 
and not symbolic as had been claimed; 
and, second, it possesses: alphabetic signs. 
He made considerable progress in decipher- 
ing before he took_up the Rosetta stone. 
Before he died Chaynpollion had compiled 
“a considerable Alictionary, placed and 
classified grammatical forms and when he 
died in 1832, he had torn away the veil of 
mystery which had shrouded €gypt for 
fifteen centuries or more, thrust back near- 
ly 3,000 years the limits of the prehistoric, 
and made the buried temples of the Nile 
eloquent with the story of a culture and 
achievement hardly less marvelous than 
our own, a civilization whose greatest 
monuments had risen 2,000 years before the 
prophet of the Exodus was born.” 

The story of the building of the pyramids 
and temples, illustrated with striking stere- 
opticon pictures, was an education to most 
of Professor Breasted’s large audience.

SUBSCRIBERS MUST PAY UP. 


Judge Lumpkin Signs Order Affecting 
Subscribers to United States Bond 
and Mortgage Cofnpany. 

Judge Lumpkin signed an order Saturday 
granting to the receiver of the late United 
States Bond and Mortgage Company the 
right to ‘demand from the subscribers of 
the defunct company ninety per cent,of the 
amount they subscribed to the capital 

stock. 

The order says this must be for imme- 
diate payment and if it is not forthcoming 
the- receiver is directed to sue for the 
amount. The amount subscribed in the 
company was $100,000 and only $10,000 was 
paid in at the time the company was placed 
in the hands of the receiver. This leaves 
about $80,000 to be ‘collected by the re- 
ce'ver under the order signed by Judge 
Lumpkin.

diate payment of his unpaid subscription, 
to-wit: Ninety per cent of the amount sub- 
s8cri bed.

IS MORE DEAD THAN LIVING 


Something Must Be Done with Her at 
Once—A Policeman Investigates 
and Makes a Report. 


The police are trying to make some dis- 
position of a half-deai human being. It 
would not be difficult to dispose of a body 
that was entirely dead, as science would 
take it readily through the channels of a 
medical college, but what to do with a 
half dead oody is a problem which seems 
to have baffled the police authorities. 

Patrolman Crim has reported that there 

is a negro woman dying in‘a house in an 
alley in the rear of the Granite hotel. The 
woman is Nettie Shields. She is the wife 
of Romulus Shields, who killed Aleck Joy- 
ner a few years ago near the very house 
where she now lies suffering an agony 
&reater than the throes of violent death. 
' Pattolman Crim called at the house and 
then reported the case at the police bar- 
racks. An effort was made to have the 
woman sent to the Grady hospital. The 
ambulance went to the place but the wo- 
man was in such a physical condition that 
she could not be moved. 

What to do with the creatvre became a 
Question with the police authorities. To 
leave her there alone to die was too in- 
human to be thought ofthe hosnital could 
not take her: she had no one upon whom 
She has any claims: the police have no 
Place for such people and no.fund for the 
employment of nurses; she is not a ft 
subject for the county poorhouse. 

What was to be done with her? 

The question may be answered today. It 
ls probable thiat the spark o¢ life in the 
ncre than half-dead frame will last for 
Scme time, perhaps weeks. 

Just such another case has never come 
up before the police. One of two things is 
certain—the woman mist elther be removed 
or a nurse hired to take o@are of her and 
medicine and food supplied. 

In speaking of the case yesterday Patrol- 
nan Crim said: 

‘The woman is unable to move. She can- 
not even lift a hand to her flace. I have 
never witnessed in all my lHfe such a sight. 
Now and then some parsing neero drops 
into the cabin, All night long and nearly all 
day she lies there alone unable to move or 
cry out. It is pitiful, I tell you, and I 
can't see what the city can do for the 
woman. I have reported the matter to the 
captam of my watch and he is endeavor- 
ing to do something. The hospital says 
it cannot take the woman. But something 
has to be done.”’

Mr. C. E. Pyron, who was fer many years 
engineer of the stone-crusfing machine 
used in this city, died yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock at his late residence, 163 
Walker street.

So engrossed with my business that I did 
not have time, or thought I hud not time, 
tol\even listen to a word from a worker: I 
would walk around the block to keep out 
of the way of a minister, not beeruse | 
did not like them, but because I did not 
nave time to be worried. 

‘IT would probably have Hstened to a 
man if he had come into my office and 
spoken to me of my soul, but none came. 
I said with the rest of them in reference to 
religion: ‘Oh, there’s nothing fn it. There 
is this life and then nothing. Men are put 
in coffins and that is the end of them.’ 

“This was twenty yeare ago eng then one 
day the Lord came to save my soul und I 
stood by a little coffin in the cemetery and 
watched the child I have ioved even more 
than I thought laid tenderly io rest under 
the autumn leaves.

Movement Started To Have One for 
Members of the Bar.

To Contain the Decisions of the Court 
of Last Resort of Each State 
in the Union. 


A movement has been started to establish 
ir, Atlanta a law Ubrary for tise benefit of 
the members of the bar. he undertaking 
has met with mueh favor and {it is likely 
to prove a success. The object is to have 
a library containing the. standard and _rec- 
ognized works on legal subjects and espe- 
clally to have a complete collection of the 
reports of every state in the union and of 
the Tinitea States. supreme court and the 
courts of appeal, with proper digests that 
will give ready and reliable reference. 

Mr, Julius Brown has started a petition 
to be circulated among the lawyers of the 
city and find out how many favor such an 
institution and are ready to aid in its @- 
tablishment. A number have signed the pe- 
tition and it is probable that the library 
will be bought. 

It will be organized as a stock company 
and the stock will be sald to any who wish 
to buy. After sufficient is sold to com- 
mence the purchase of hooks this will be 
done, The members of the bar will be al- 
lowed the use of the library upon the pay- 
ment of a fee, which will be either montnh- 
ly or yearly. Not until a lawyer becomes 
a member of the library will be be allowed 
the use of the books. He can take the 
books out of the Library to his office, 
where he can study up his cases: take 
them to the courthouse and read the deci- 
sion applicable to hie case to the court, 
and when he has finished with the books, 
ean return them to the library. 

No library in the city now contains the 
reports of all the states of the union, and 
one with them all in it would be of great 
value. The American Digest recently com- 
pilea Yeférs to the decisions of the supreme 
court of every state and any law point 
involved in a case can be quickly elucidated 
by the use of the reference books and the 
State reports. 

It is thought that the library will prove 
a siiccess, as the membership fee will be 
small. Every’ member of the bar of At- 
lanta will probably join. The books will 
be placed in some large building in the city 
under the care of a librarian and conduct- 
The new 


brary does not allow an attorney to take 


any book out of the Hbrary and they are 
very greatly in demand.

If for any reason the air couples 
and the cars do not, the air device suffers 
nothing when the cars pull apart and it 
will couple again when the cars come to- 
gether. It makes no difference what kind 
of an M. <. B. coupler is attached to the 
cars, the air coupler is self-adjusting and 
always comes squarely together.

preserve the relics of the late war and to 
have the children of the south taught the 
nature of the struggle, and as-far as possi- 
ble to have the knowledge gained from 
histories and other sources accurate. 

A charter has been asked for, and the 
members wish to be incorporated for a pe- 
riod of twenty years, and have all the priv- 
ileges and immunities which are given to 
any other incorporated body.

and heroic women who championed the 
‘lost cause.’ It shall be one of the duties 
and objects of the society to join in and 
take part in all memoria) ceremoniea in 
honor of the confederate dead. It shal] be 
a further duty and purpose of the gs ciety 
to guard with care historica] publicat'ons, 
to the end that full justice may be done the 
heroism and patriotism of confederate lead- 
ers and soldiprs. A further aim of the so- 
ciety shall be the preservation of all relics 
of a nature tending to preserve in sacred 
memory the hardships and glories of the 
soldiers of the confederacy: and in order 
to fuily carry out the above objects, not 


only in a strict but in a liberal sense, full
